case in question is the $10,000 
damage suit of the Central Savings 
and Trust Company of Newcastle, 
adminstrator 
of the estate of 


Thomas Miller, a native of South 
Africa, against the Maxwell New- 
castle Company. 


Miller died as the result of tuber- 


culosis and in the damage suit it is 
alleged that because of the neglig- 
ence of the Maxwell company 
in 


not providing sufficient ventilation in 
,the sand blasting room he contract- 
'ed the disease. Miller came to the 
country following the Boer war and 
he so hated 
the English that 
he 


would not permit the English lan- 
guage to he spcrken in his home. 


Mrs. Miller, 
the widow, speaks 


very little English, and prefers to 
use -her native tongue, the Dutch, as 
.spoken in Holland. As a result of 
this in examining her the questions 
were first given to an interpreter, 
who in turn submitted the questions 
to her. The case is very interesting 
and promises to be one of the hard- 
est fought damage suits tried here 
for some time. Mrs. Miller accom- 
panied by her four smallest children 
occupied chairs in the court room. 
The 
children 
speak hardly 
any 


English. 


Miller worked for the automobile 


concern for several years and when 
the sand blasting department was 
added 
to the factory 
he worked 


there. The complaint states that he 
was healthy and strong and came 
from a country where this disease 
is unknown. 


The physicians 
were the first 


witnesses in the case and were fol- 
lowed by Mrs. Miller. In the open- 
ing statement attorneys for the de- 
fendant 
company stated 
that the 


equipment in the sand blasting room 
at the factory was modern through- 
out and had been built by the very 
best, engineers obtainable and that 
the company denied all 
responsib- 


ility for Miller's death.

council of the city of Rushville, Indiana, that 
tho discharging, 
firing 
and use of all ~ fire 


crackers, rockets, torpedoes, Roman candles and 
other fireworks or substances designed and in- 
tended for pyrotechnical display and all pistols, 
guns, canes, cannons and other appliances us- 
ing blank cartridges or caps containing chlo- 
rate of potash mixture, be and the same are 
hereby prohibited; 
Provided, that the common 


council of said city may by order duly made 
permit the public display of fireworks by prop- 
erly qualified individuals; and provided, furth- 
er that such display or displays shall be of 
such character and so located, discharged, and 
fired as shall not be hazardous to surrounding 
property or endanger any person or persons. 
Such permit for such public display of fire- 
works shall not be granted except that the per- 
son, 
persons, firm or corporation desiring to 


give or make such public display shall file a 
written request
